A. H. Linder, a frequent Vulcan 
visitor during the war years, has 
written for the Advocate the fol¬ 
lowing “Report from Britain,” 
which should be of interest to many 
readers. Mr. Linder hopes to be in 
this part of Canada again in the 
near future. 

Report From Britain 

Of course the main topic is the 
atrocious weather we are ex¬ 
periencing. I can give you some of 
the flood facts in and about Ever- 
sham Vale, which is situated in 
the Southern Midlands. The River 
Sevein overflowed in many placjpi 
and in parts the expanse of water 
was over a mile in width, covering 
cultivated fields and ruining the 
sown crops, for this year at least. 
After the snow, thaw and floods 
we have had the wettest March 
for 90 years, which of course doesn’t 
help matters much, bift in general 
life is not affected and the people 
still retain their sense of humor. 

Large queues- are predominant 
in this British life of ours. No 
matter where one goes in the big 
cities today a.large queue of people 
can be found, either for buses, 
cinemas or foodstuffs. 

I expect most people have heard 
or read of what the Labor gov¬ 
ernment is doing for Britain and 
1 expect reports are not flattering. 

I won’t say much about this ex¬ 
cept that in general the working 
folk are behind them to the limit 
and the conditions of the working 
class have improved immensely to 
that of times your readers may 
remember. 

No doubt your readers would* 
like to know the answer to the 
question “What is tip food posi¬ 
tion In England today?” I will 
start by asking another question, 
^Is the food situation worse now 
than it was during the war years?” 
The answer is “Yes,” inasmuch as 
the basic necessities are concerned, 
e.g., fats, potatoes, greenstuffs 
and bread. We see tnore fruit in 
the shops, but at exorbitant prices. 
The reason of course for the short¬ 
age of vegetables is the ruination 
caused by the snow, frost and 
floods. I know of a case where 
people lined up outside a shop at 
6 a.m. for a pound of potatoes per 
person, but this situation is im¬ 
proving. 

What of the future? I think per¬ 
sonally that wfe have seen the worst 
period we are likely to experience. 
The English spring has arrived at 
long last, the flowers are budding 
and the healthy activities on the 
farms and in the cities are stirring, 
shaking off the remnants of that 
nightmare of a winter that the 
whole country has suffered.

Council Budgets for Increased 
Expenditures on Roads; 

School Requisitions Up 


Cadet Parents Day 
Next Wednesday 


Tax rates for the year 1947 were 
set at the recent, organization 
meeting of the council of the Muni¬ 
cipal District of Vulcan No. 29 
School requisitions and road work 
appropriations are increased over 
last year and the new tax rates 
show a total increase of six mills, 
although the council is budgeting 
for a deficit of $36,500. The deficit 
will be met from the surplus built 
up during war years. 

New tax rates were set as fol¬ 
lows: Municipal 12 mills; Macleod 
School Div., 16 mills; Foothills 
School Div., 13 mills; Bow Valley 
School Div., 19 mills; Vulcan School 
District, 15 mills; Vulcan and High 
River Hospital District, 3 mills; 
Little Bow Hospital District, 4 
mills. The social service tax of 3 
mills has been abolished this year. 

Tax notices will be out by May 
1st and the usifal discounts for 
early payment of taxes will be al¬ 
lowed as follows: 10% if paid by 
end of May, 7% by end of August, 
and 5% by 15th of December. 

The total budget for the year 
is $241,000, made up as follows: 
Administration and general gov¬ 
ernment, $8,000; Protection of per¬ 
son and property $2,582; Public 
Works $07,500; Public Health $750; 
Public Welfare $4,642; Hospital 
Requisitions $16,000; School Re¬ 
quisitions $81,228; Capital expendi¬ 
tures $40,000. . 

Public works estimates are *in- 
creased $12,500 over last year and 
will be distributed as follows: 
Ordinary improvements $35,000; 
road gravelling $25,000, general 
account $7,500. The capital ex¬ 
penditure item of $40,000 includes 
$25,000 for new machinery and 
$15,000 for a new machine shed, 
etc. 

School requisitions are up $6,000 
over last year. The new assess¬ 
ment was brought into use this 
year and will have the result of 
increasing the taxes on some lands 
and decreasing the taxes on other 
lands. 

Fisher Named Reeve 

T. F. Fisher was re-elected as 
reeve of the Municipality and J. E. 
Carlson was named deputy-reeve. 
D. D. McQueen was appointed sec- 
letary-treasurer and John A. Wil¬ 
liams, C.A., of Lethbridge, was 
again named auditor. Council meet¬ 
ings will be held the second Tues¬ 
day of each month starting at 
9 a.m. - 

The council authorized the issu¬ 
ing of strychnine to farmers for 
use as gopher poisqp. 

Phil Lucas, representing the 
Vulcan Flying Club, interviewed the 
council regarding the use of muni¬ 
cipal road machinery m level off 
a flying strip on the C. M. Allen 
farm. Council will make the ma¬ 
chinery -available at a nominal 
charge when the rush of spring 
road work is over, it was derided.

Under Indian Law 
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Mrs. Jean McHugh, an English 
girl, married Lawrence McHugh, 
a quarter-breed Blackfoot over in 
England. He served with the Can¬ 
adian forces over 6% years. 

Mrs. McHugh joined her husband 
at hig home on the Blackfoot Re¬ 
serve last September. She likes an 
occasional drink and bought permit 
in Calgary last October. She got 
some liquor on it last November. 
Then on March 7 she went into the 
liquor vendor’s store at Bassano to 
renew the perm t. She then bought 
a couple of .cases of beer, four 
bottles of wine and a bottle of gin. 
Following her purchase she was 
apprehended by the R.C.M.P. and 
the liquor confiscated and charged 
with illegal possession of liquor.

THE FAMILY NAME

IT is surprising to find the wide spread of family 
1 connections develop ng in Alberta. In many dis¬ 
tricts there are three generations carrying on the 
same business, or farming the original homestead. 
The pioneer couples who ventured experimentally 
into the west before 1900, remained and brought up 
families. Their children inter-married with other pion 
eer families, and the next generation in turn has 
extended still farther the family strain. Three gen¬ 
erations are enough in a new country to establish a 
“family name” known favorably or otherwise over 
a wide area.^ 

“It beats all,” says one grandfather in amuse¬ 
ment. “I left the east to.get away from the over¬ 
hang of the family clan-aunts and uncles sitting in 
counsel over every girl I took buggy riding, and in 
a constant flutter of fear that I’d disgrace them some 
way.

Provincial legislation has been 
passed to ensure that-victims 01 
motor accidents will get some pay¬ 
ment for damages. This compul 
sory insurance is added to the 
car license fee and the amount is 
11.00. This is expected to build up 
a fund, of $100,000 the first yea.. 
The legislation guarantees pay¬ 
ment of damages up to $10,000. 

Manitoba legislation in this line 
provides for seizure of vehicles if 
the owner is unable to pay the 
judgment for damages, but Alber¬ 
ta legislation calls only for cancel¬ 
lation of the driver’s license. If an 
owner has no insurance nor other 
means of paying a judgment, the 
cla mant can call upon the gov¬ 
ernment fund. The legislation 
guarantees hospital costs whether 
•the vict m is pedestrian or passen¬ 
ger." 

A driver’s license is suspended 
immediately there is an accident 
which appears to involve damage 
of more than $25, and remains sus¬ 
pended until the driver tenders 
proof of financial Responsibility or 
a judgment'hgainst the driver is 
met. 

If a victim obtains a court judg¬ 
ment for any amount exceeding 
$100, he or she then applies to tn» 
Alberta Supreme Court for pay¬ 
ment from the fund, called the un¬ 
satisfied judgment fund. An inves¬ 
tigation is then launched to make 
certain the defendant has no funds 
When this is completed, payment is 
made from the fund to satisfy the 
court judgment. 

In investigating whether a de¬ 
fendant has any funds seizures 
can be made on the basis of the Ex¬ 
emption Act. For instance, a man’s 
car could not be seized if he used 
it to earn a living. A farmer would 
be allowed to letdm a certain 
miriimum of stock, land and seed 
grain. * 

If the defendant’s assets or in¬ 
surance are not enough to satisfy 
the court judgment the remainder 
necessary is taken from the unsat¬ 
isfied judgment fund. 

The legislat on sets $5,000 as the 
maximum that can be drawn from 
the fund for one person, and $10,- 
000 as the maximum for more 
than one person injured in one acci¬ 
dent. 

In hit-and-run cases where the 
defendant’s name is not known or 
ascertainable, the victim can ob¬ 
tain damages from the fund by 
launching a court act on against a 
dummy defendant and obtaining a 
judgment. 

If a person’s license is cancelled, 
it cannot be re-issued until the 
person repays to the fund in full 
with interest at four percent an¬ 
nually, any damages aris ng out of 
the accident which resulted in the 
license being cancelled. 

When a - new license is obtained, 
the driver must prove financial re- 
sponsib lity, either throhgh insur¬ 
ance or a bond.

Itecomm.nds That Land Held as 
Communal Property Be Not In* 
creased Beyond Amount Held on 
March 1, 1944 


Outl ne of Briefs Presented For 
And Against Present Act; Argu¬ 
ments on - Which Findings of 
Committee Were Based 


After considering all briefs op- 
pcs.ng or supporting further land 
sales to Hutterites in Alberta the 
Special Committee appointed for 
this purpose brought in its recom¬ 
mendations to legislature last week 
In effect these recommendations 
advised restricting sale or lease of 
land to Hutterites. Ivan Casey, M. 
I..A. for Okotoks-High River was 
chairman of the five-man commit¬ 
tee which was chosen from mem¬ 
bers representing all groups in the 
legislature. 

The report presented in legisla¬ 
ture covered tffe information 
brought out in respect to communal 
life, agr cultural methods and con¬ 
tribution, education and municipal 
position. 

Text of the recommendations of 
the special committee follows: 

Your committee recommends 
that before the I .and Sales Prohi- 
b tion Act being chapter 15 of the 
Statutes of Alberta, 1944, expires, 
a new act should be passed inco»- 
porating the recommendations of 
your committee which are as fol¬ 
lows: 

1. That the land held or operated, 
whether as owners or under lease 
or in any other manner by a group 
of persons or a colony as "com¬ 
munal property” as hereinafter de¬ 
fined. shall not be Increased or ex¬ 
tended beyond the amount of prop¬ 
erty so held as of the first day of 
March. A.D. 1944: 

(a) That each group of persons 
or colony which hold land as 
"communa property” be requireo 
to submit to the government a list 
of the land held or operated by it 
as owner or under lease or in any 
other manner as of tl'e first day of 
March, A.D. 1944: 

(b) That nothwithstanding the 
provisions of the second recom¬ 
mendation hereinafter made any 
group of persons or colony which 
has since the first day of March, 
A.D. 1944 given up or lost any 
part of its land holdings for irri¬ 
gation or other public purposes 
should be permitted to increase its 
holdings by an amount equal to the 
portion of its holdings so given up 
or last. > 

2. That no new group of pesons 
or colony shall be permitted to ac¬ 
quire “communa! property,” wheth 
er by purchase or lease except un¬ 
der the following conditions: 

(a) No group of persons or col¬ 
ony shall purchase or acquire 
"communal property” at any place 
in the province situate within 40 
miles of any previously established 
group of persons or colony holding 
"communal property”; 

(b) That no such group of per¬ 
sons or colony shall be permitted 
t • purchase or acquire an area of 
lnnd in any part of the province in 
excess of 6,400 acres; 

(c) T- at no such group of per- 
si ns or colony shall be permitted 
to purchase or acquire land ot 
whi h over 50 percent of the total 
acreage is under cultivation; 

<d) That no person yh the prov¬ 
ince Ahall be permitted to sell or 
lease to a group of persons or col¬ 
ony, any land to be held as “com¬ 
munal property,” unless such lanci 
has first been offered for sale ot 
lease under the provisions of tho 
Veterans Land Act, and such offer 
has remained open for a period of 
60 days. 

(e) That no provincial lands be 
leased by the province to any 
group of persons or colony to be 
held as “communal property,” 

3 For the purpose of these rec- * 
ommendations “communal proper- 
ty" shall mean property - held by 
any group of persons or colony es¬ 
tablished for the purpose of own¬ 
ing or leasing land in common 
where no individual member of the 
groub or colony has any individual 
right to ownership in the property, 
whether the legal title to the prop¬ 
erty-is held by the group or colony 
as an incorporated company or 
held by trustees for the benefit of 
the members of the group or col¬ 
ony. 

(e) That a board or committee be 
established under the act to deter¬ 
mine in any case whether a group 
of persons or colony has been 
establ shed for the purpose of hold 
ing “communal property” or 
whether “communal property” is 
eo held by any group of persons or 
colony, and that there mav be an 
appeal to the courts from the find¬ 
ing of such a board or committee.

pox vaccination at the same per¬ 
iod. Whooping cough should be re¬ 
enforced the next year. Diphtheria 
should be re-enforced at the age 
when a child is entering school, 
and he should also be re-vaccinated 
at that tiine. Scarlet fever inocu¬ 
lations are ^usually given when 
there is danger of epidemic as the 
immunity does not last long. 

Dr. Jackson and assisting nurses 
are at present engaged in a medi¬ 
cal checkup of public schools of the 
unit. 

The speaker also defined the 
boundaries of the Foothill Health 
Division which extends from Mid- 
napore to Parkland and from Milo 
to beyond Turner Valley. The staff 
includes the doctor, two nurses, a 
technician and a sanitary inspec¬ 
tor, and the population is about 
22,000. Stressing the necessity ofi- 
co-o’ieration in reporting commun¬ 
icable d'seases, he cited an instance 
of 60 case-; of measles directly 
traceable to parents allowing a 
not-very sick Grade I child to at¬ 
tend school end a children’s partv.

Undulant fever was one of the 
features rof a talk given by Dr. 
Jackson, M.H.O. of the Foothills 
Health Unit, to members of the U. 
F.W.A. Dr. Jackson’s general top¬ 
ic was the history and work of the 
Health Unit, and in his talk he 
touched on control of communi¬ 
cable diseases, early inoculations 
and other activities. 

Spec'al attention centred on his 
comments on undulant fever. He 
believed there Were quite a number 
of such cases in the Foothills Unit 
considering its size. One trouble is 
that it may go unrecognized, ex¬ 
cept as mild ill health. 

In an effort to control this dis¬ 
ease at the source, all dairy farm¬ 
ers hdd been circularized with the 
request that they have their herds 
tested for Bangs disease. Last fall 
the cattle in the Turner Valley ar¬ 
ea were tested and also a number 
of herds in the High River area. 
Quite a percentage of the herds 
were found to be affected. 

Undulant fever can be contracted 
from drinking unpasteurized milk 
from infected cows; or from un¬ 
pasteurized cream, cheese, butte,, 
ice cream or such milk products. It 
can also be contracted by working 
round infected herds, though this 
is rare. 

The difficulty of control is that 
a man cannot be forced to destroy 
an infected animal. He may sell it 
as an infected cow; it may be re¬ 
sold as a good dairy cow, and 
eventually may find its way back 
to the community that is trying to 
get rid of Bangs' d sease. 

Control can be exercised over 
those selling milk in the district, 
but not ovter the milk produced in 
the district. In other words a man 
may se'l the milk from an infected 
herd outside the Foothills district 
and nothing can be done about it. 
The general shortage of milk has 
been another factor in making con¬ 
trol difficult. 

Pasteurization ‘of milk he said 
was a sure safeguard against con¬ 
tracting undulant fever. It is a 
very variable disease, but a vac¬ 
cine is bringing satisfactory re¬ 
sults in treatment, with improve¬ 
ment or cure in about 60'- or the 
cases. One man was laid up for 
eight years and eventually cures!, 
but as a fple the disease with its 
variable temperature and mitd in¬ 
dispositions lasts from a few weeks 
at a time to a year or two. 

Although people may use only 
pasteurized milk, there is still 
danger in use of unpasteurized 
cream, ice cream, cottage cheese, 
or such dairy products. 

Dr. Jackson also spokp on the 
commoner communicable diseases, 
the history of vaccination, inocfila 
tion and so on. He found the pub¬ 
lic responsive to early inoculat’ons 
of voung children and these pre- 
oautons are of established value. 

He recommended whooping 
cough and diphtheria inoculations 
at six months of age, also small-

Machine Shop Symphony 

Although restrictions on the pur¬ 
chase of new farm equipment have 
been lifted, production cannot keep 
pace with demand. Some farmers 
may be able to purchase used equip¬ 
ment but, in the main, conservation 
of present equipment is the liest 
solution of a serious problem. v 

Conservation and protection. 
Conservation in simple terms means 
care —the care that any good invest¬ 
ment should have. Now that 
farm equipment must serve longer 
than ever- before, care becomes 
doubly important. 

Protection from the weather is ot 
vital importance. Rust proofing 
compounds are available, and for a 
few cents any machine can be pro¬ 
tected from the elements. 

Servicing and Hrpairing . At this 
season of the year, with seed-time 
approaching, the very liest plan' is 
to thoroughly overhaul, and repair, 
all power, tillage, and seeding equip¬ 
ment. Machines overhauled now 
will operate more efficiently and 
more effectively during the spring 
rush. ' Although repair parts will 
not be as difficult to obtain as dur¬ 
ing the war years, some items will 
still be in short supply. Costly de¬ 
lays may be avoided by servicing 
and repairing farm equipment now 
along the lines suggested below. 

(1) Clean off each implement to 
remove dirt and rust. 

(2) Chech each machine carefully 
for loose holts, cracked or bent 
frame and hitch members. 

(3) Inspect all gears, bearings, 
chain drives, and ait her moving 
parts for wear and breakages. 

(4) Order replacement parts and 
repairs early. Install as soon as 
available. 

(5) Paint exposed wood and 
metal parts with a good grade of 
implement paint. 

(6) Clean all tillage surfaces to 
remove rust and apply rust proofing 
compound. 

(7) Grease and oil all moving 
parts with a good grade of lubricant. 

This is no time to put off, until 
tomorrow, what can be done today. 
The best, the safest, and surest pre¬ 
caution is to do it now. The effi¬ 
cient use of machines to achieve 
maximum production of fdtxfs for 
the world's hungry peoples is, more 
than ever, a , pressing need.

of consumer goods, each according 
to his need in equal measure with 
fellow members. 

Dwellings are individual with 
suites of one, two or three room.-., 
depending o'n size of family. These 
are solely for living quarters vvith 
dining room and kitchen facilities 
of communal type. Caipenter 
shops in which furniture is made 
are equipped with latest tools and 
power driven lathes. A complete 
shoe shop is ma'ntained. Clothing 
is made by the women, each fam,- 
iiy having a sewing machine. Yarn 
from the colony is used for ma¬ 
chine knit stockings. In the colony 
visited by the committee the bread 
was baked in the same manner as 
i,, any small modern bakery. The 
laundry is done by power-driven 
machines, and clothes dried by 
power-driven centrifugal force 
driers. Churning, etc., is also by 
power-driven equipment. 

The colony visited was organized 
on routine duty roster, with duties 
alternating. Any modern device ot 
labor sav ng or practical value is 
acceptable but devices for ente, 
tainment such as radios, pianos, 
etc., have no place in colony life. 

They will use trucks but not car*. 

• Agriculture 

On some colonies you now find 
modern farm machinery, and mod¬ 
ern agricultural methods. As an 
example of advance, the Lakeside 
colony, near Lethbridge, uses three 
Diesel 1 tractors, modern tillers 
seeders, etc.,' also combine, stook- 
loader, threshing machine, repair 
shops. Cattle, sheqp, hogs and 
poultry seem to be main sources of 
meat supply. Colonies with modern 
farm machinery are in no sense 
overworked. They are in every 
sense isolated self-contained units 
i.« the social and economic life of 
the province. 

Education 

“Education forms the back¬ 
ground of society and conditions 
the manner in which governments the outside world, 
funct'on. An adequate system of 
public education is pre-requisite 
for a successful democracy. It is 
the medium that resolvek the com¬ 
posite sects and racial groups of 
this country into Canadians. In a 
broad sense it provides the means 
by which tlye individual may obtain 
tetter enjoyment of life and may 
become more useful citizens who 
can make contribution to the coun¬ 
try that shelters them.”

3574 Motor 
Accidents in ’46 


Persons injured in motor vehicle 
accidents numbered 1,267. There 
were 23 convictions of persons 
charged with being intoxicated 
while in charge of a motor vehicle. 

The report said 66 drivers’ licen¬ 
ses had been convicted for viola¬ 
tions of the Vehicle and Highway 
Traffic act, and 376 for violations 
of the Crim nal Code. 

The report said the department 
had undertaken tq issue a safety 
measures pamphlet, prepared by 
the A.M.A., to all applicants for 
1947-48 drivers’ licenses.

There were 3,574 motor acci¬ 
dents of all kinds in Alberta in the 
nine months ended Dec. 31 last, ac¬ 
cording t6 the annual report of the 
provincial secretary’s department.

approximately 65 per cent for the 
period from October to December, 
1946. Th's was blamed ' chiefly' to 
weather and road conditions and to 
some extent to the Christmas and 
New Year holiday activities. 

Fatal accidents during the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1946, totalled 
32, will in the period from April 1 
to Dec. 31 1946, there were 52 per¬ 
sons k lied in motor accidents. This 
was an increase of approximately 
60 per cent.

A comprehensive picture of the 
physical and economic conditions 
oi the great agricultural land of 
Argentine was given at Rotary by 
Graham Anderson, district agricul¬ 
turist. Mr. Anderson, who was 
with the R.C.A.F. during the war, 
was recently appointed to succeed 
B. J„ Whitbread as agricultural 
supervisor of this district. He re¬ 
called in passing that he was well 
acquainted with High River as a 
youth when his father operated the 
St. George Hotel. This was round 
1908, and as a lad he used to work 
on some of the district ranches. 

His study of Argentine wsks 
prompted by a desire to compare 
conditions there with Canadian ag¬ 
riculture, as that vast southern 
Fmpire is Canada’s greatest com¬ 
petitor in world markets. There is . 
certain similarity with western 
Canada in the fact that the Andes 
mountains lie to the west of the 
great Argentinian plains. But 
proximity to the sea and altitude 
offer contracts.. The river Plata is 
one of the largest in South Ameri¬ 
ca. 

Argentine has a population of 
about 10,000,000 largely mixed 
European Spanish, British, French 
and Italian, with the Indian popu¬ 
lation relatively small. The mixed 
population in Canada bears some 
similarity. In passing, the speaker 
touched on the need for.selected 
immigration for Canada. If the 
great spaces are not occupied un¬ 
der process of immigration, this 
may be realized some day by force. 

The land area of the Argentine 
shows 384 million acres available 
for livestock breeding. There are 
59 million acres cultivated, with 
193 mill on acres of state land still 
available. Sometimes drought 
strikes there as it does here, and 
they suffer under locust plagues as 
we suffer from grasshoppers. 

Land values vary according to 
distance from the ports. Land 
which is $80 an acre in the vicinity 
of Buenos Ayres, diminish to about 
$6 an acre 400 miles inland. In 
general land prices, are from one- 
third to one-half of those prevail¬ 
ing in United States. 

The Argentin'an pampa is the 
main stock growing area, produc-

There has been been considerable 
criticism of the Wheat Board in re¬ 
cent months becauai of the tardi¬ 
ness with which participation cer¬ 
tificates- for past years are being 
paid. This was a major point in 
Mr. Bracken’s opposition to the 
Wheat Board bill in the recent de¬ 
bate in the House of Commons. 

Hon. J.*A. MacKinnon, minister 
of trade and commerce, speaking 
on the bill on Feb. 25 referred to 
this criticism. The board, he said, 
has not yet completed payments 
lor the. 1943 crop and has not 
started paying on the 1^44 crop 
cert ficates. It will begin to do so 
tiiis summer. 

The board, it is evident, is not 
entirely responsible for the delay, 
Mr. MacKinnon points out that 
“in So far as 1943 payments are 
concerned, the hoard is making this 
payment as fast as producers sur¬ 
render their certificates for pay¬ 
ment.” He said: 

“Thousands of follow-up letters 
have been "written and there are 
still thousands of unpaid certifi¬ 
cates. We have had a great deal 
of difficulty, as we are bound to 
hrve in a case like'that, ranging 
all the way from certificate pay¬ 
ment cheques being returned with 
the statement that the holder was 
qu te sat sfied with the advance 
price and did not feel he was en¬ 
titled to anything over that.- We 
have had other people who claimed 
that they had never received those 
certificates, but when we sent them 
the cancelled cheque through the 
j>nnk so that they could be shown 
where they had received the mon¬ 
ey, they admitted leceiving it but 
stated that they had no record of 
it. 1 merely mention this to show 
some of the difficulties under 
which the hoard is laboring in en¬ 
deavoring to get these payments 
out into the hands of the farmers
